Jacksonville s Biggest Industry 


Prepares For Record Season 


Around Jacksonville's 'a s t system 
of educational institutions there is an 
air of anticipation and renewed activ­ 
ity these August days. From elemen­ 
tary schools to colleges, the tempo is 
picking up as the time for reopening 
the 
new 
term 
approaches. 
Some 
schools will reopen this week, others 
in September. The arrival of a new 
school year always is an event of front 
line importance to Jacksonville, be­ 
cause education is the city’s largest in- 
riust rv. 
Millions are invested in schools and 
colleges here— millions are channeled 
into economic life because of their 
presence. For 130 years this city has 
been a center of learning, setting pat­ 
terns in education that have had pro­ 
found effect, not only upon this com­ 
munity but throughout the nation and 
world. Many other countries now send 
young women to Jacksonville to study, 
preparing themselves for service, most­ 
ly in their native lands. 
Three colleges, two state schools, a 
business college, strong 
and finely 
staffed public and parochial elemen­ 
tary and high schools. gi\e this com­ 
munity rare advantages for any city 


regardless of size. 
Because of its many schools and 
colleges, Jacksonville sometimes is la­ 
beled a “college town’’ without due 
emphasis on its industrial plants and 
factories. The balance between schools 
and industry has grown into almost 
perfect alignment. 
The city’s manu­ 
facturing plants, together with the 
schools, pump life-giving payrolls into 
the economic system. But in this mod­ 
ern age when the competitive race be­ 
comes 
faster, 
still 
more 
industries 
would be highlv acceptable. 
Opening of a 
new school year 
brings new faces, among both student 
bodies and fac ulties. The challenge of 
new horizons in education, with new 
goals of accomplishments, is evident as 
classes get down to work. Activities of 
the student organizations play an im­ 
portant role in the civic and social life 
of the community. 
Advance reports from the schools 
md colleges point to a new record 
during the 1958-50 season in stand­ 
ards. interest, and accomplishments. 
The new school year will write another 
interesting chapter in the Jacksonville 
Story of Education. 


Reciprocal Trade 


The country now has a renewed re­ 
ciprocal trade measure which substan­
